were mass* d together for this pro­ 
gram. 
Sunday visitors were welcomed in 
the nam e ai the state fair board by 
M. Y. Cooper ol Cincinnati, president 
of the Ohio Fair Boys' club, followed 
by other addresses. 
Special days have been arranged 
for each day in the week. Monday 
being the special day for tile city of 
C"* "'bus 
and 
celebrated 
as 
the 
*%xnutsa Fair,” because it is the fif­ 
tieth consecutive time the state fail 
has been held at the state capital. 
The Ohio state lair was founded in 
I Sod, 
For a time it was itinerant, be­ 
ing held in different 
parts of 
the 
State. 
When the present lair grounds 
w ere located the sin- was north and 
outside the city. 
Now the city com­ 
pletely surrounds and extends several 
miles beyond the grounds.

These hot days will cause your au­ 
tomobile to tell you—to the best of Its 
ability—Just what condition it is in. 
There is no reason why it should over­ 
heat, for It has been designed to oper­ 
ate in hot weather. 
Even when the 
mercury climbs upward and the sun 
drives you Into the shade it should not 
steam or boll. 
The amount of cooling depends in 
part upon the size of the cooling sys- 
^ tem and the rate nt which the water is 
’ circulated through It. The water must 
, carry away the heat from the cylinders 
^ to the radiator, give up the heat and 
return for more. 
That means that 
there must be a sufficient quantity of 
water circulated fast* enough to take 
care of the beat 
This Is the proble m 
the engineer roust solve for his par­ 
ticular car. 
Upholstery Injured. 
Many owners do not realize that the 
; leather upholstery gets dry and loses 
■ its new appearance when exposed to 
the hot sun. 
When applied to the car, 
the leather contains a certain amount 
of natural oil which Is essential to its 
life. 
As soon as this oil is gone the 
leather loses Its pliability, becomes dry 
and Is likely to crack and peel. 
One 
of the most effective ways of shorten­ 
ing the life of the upholstery is to ex­ 
pose It to the glare of the summer sun 
for hours at a time. 
The heat draws 
out the natural lubricant, leaving the 
leather dull and lifeless. 
As a protective measure, lf not for 
your own comfort, take puins to leave 
i 
the car In the shade or to raise the 
J 
top. If the leather shows signs of wear 
or becomes dry, treat It with a leather

dressing to restore It to its original 
«—- 
softness. 
Watch Battery. 
When 
the weather is worm you 
should watch the battery carefully and 
examine it once or twice a day for 
heating.

to 339 Lor ain Farruli s. 
Relief work for the victims of the 
tornado which hit Lorain June 28, de­ 
stroying 261 homes and killing TS peo­ 
ple in progressing more rapidly than 
in any of the S9 previous disasters in 
his experience, Henry M. Baker, di­ 
rector of the Red Cross relief work 
stated recently. 


To date tbout 
$215,000 
has been 
awarded 339 families for rehabilita­ 
tion purposes. All awards are made 
in 
strict accordance 
with 
the 
ex­ 
act needs of each case. No funds from 
the money raised thruput the si att* is 
given to people who are in a financial 
position to help themselves. 
At this time 
there are 
about 500 
people still living in tents. 
It is ques­ 
tionable whether or not accommoda­ 
tions for these tent dwellers can be 
provided before cold weather sets in. 
The final figures 
on the 
disaster 
show 78 killed, 351 injured, 261 houses 
totally destroyed, 298 buildings dam­ 
aged anti 7,225 people made homeless. 
Reports from the state committee 
on raising relief funds indicate thai 
approximately $850,000 has been col­ 
lected to date.

Washington.—Tile first half of 1924 
shows a record 
of more 
d isa ste rs 
drawing upon tile relief of the Amort* 
can Red Cross than any similar period 
in its history, according to' statistics 
compiled at national headquarters and 
announced there. 
Assistance to the victims from lied 
Cross funds, it was stated, has been 
extended in not less than 35 localities, 
f loods, tornadoes, explosions, tires and 
epidemics in the United States and 
earthquakes in foreign lands called for 
$200,000 direct from the national Red 
Cross treasury, while Red Cross chap­ 
ters and individuals contributed to re­ 
lief work much more than that amount. 
In addition to these major operations 
there were numerous smaller disasters 
which relief was given by the loci!
